For their 
part, Duan says, Canadian Natural 
wants a seat at the Athabasca water 
shed council and fully supports the 
process. 

Maybe that’s the response you ex- 
pect from an oil executive: the oil 
industry has ignored calls to halt 
their incursions into the oil sands. 
But other experts are buying into the 
process. South of the Athabasca, Da- 
vid Trew is more confident about the 
role of the watershed councils than 
fellow biologist David Schindler.

The executive director of the North 
Saskatchewan Watershed Alliance 
(NSWA) thinks councils like his 
can provide much-needed long-term 
planning. As a biologist with Alberta 
Environment in the 1980s, Trew 
monitored water levels and flow in 
the province's rivers, work he found 
very effective. But in 1995, the Ralph 
Klein government disbanded the wa- 
ter planning department of Alberta 
Environment. Trew thinks arms- 
length groups like the NSWA are fill- 
ing the void. 

“Someone has to do it,” Trew says. 
“I’m not here to waste my time. I’m 
trying to make this work... If we 
do our groundwork right, there's 
a higher probability that it will get 
implemented.” 


Still, he thinks much of the work 
he’s doing now could have been 
done 20 years ago. The tools and 
techniques he’s currently using to 
build a watershed management plan 
are nothing new. In Ontario, for ex- 
ample, conservation authorities cre- 
ated in the 1940s to devise methods 
for preventing floods have naturally 
taken on water conservation issues 
for decades. 

And KAA is also well ahead of the 
game. The group is currently pre- 
paring a “State of the River” report, 
which they hope to present to Rob 
Renner in February—the same time 
the first  government-sponsored 
Athabasca watershed council work- 
shop begins.

John Holden wants artists to stop talking 
togovernment about arts grants and start 
building a democratic mandate for their 
work with the public 

Holden is head of culture at Demos, the 
British think tank for “everyday democ- 
racy” and has written several papers on 
the value of culture and the “ill-tempered 
conversation” between cultural groups and 
politicians. He will be speaking in Edmonton 


! onJanuary 22 as part of the Cultural Capital 





festivities. 

“The impulse,” Holden says, “is for 
government and arts organizations to have 
a discussion with each other about arts 
grants, when what's actually needed is for 
the cultural organizations to talk a lot more 
to the public.” 

Cultural life is becoming much more 
important than it was even 50 years ago, 
according to Holden. It's the fastest-growing 
sector of the world’s economy, with plenty 
of cash attached to tourism. But govern- 
ments still see it as a form of entertainment 
peripheral to the business of state. 

After Edmonton, Holden continues to 
Calgary, Banff, Toronto, and Ottawa.

DRM-FEARING STUDENTS TARGET HAWN 


About 15 university students filled the of- 
fices of Edmonton Centre MP Laurie Hawn 
on Monday night to voice their concerns over 
the Tories’ new copyright legislation. 

The gathering wasn't quite the rallying 
call that members of the Edmonton chapter 
of Fair Copyright for Canada were hoping 
for, but they did gain a future meeting with 
Hawn to discuss the possible shape of the 
new bill. 

The burning question: Will the Canadian 
legislation mirror American laws that deem 
circumventing Digital Rights Management 
controls a crime? The Edmonton group 
certainly hopes not, pointing out that such 
a law would prohibit even innocent transac- 
tions like moving music from a CD to your 
computer. 

But it’s not all about the music. Rebekah 
Willson, a University of Alberta library and 
information sciences student and member 
of Fair Copyright for Canada, is particularly 
concerned about the future use of digital 
information in libraries. Electronic textbooks 
are becoming more popular on campus, she 
says, but they often come with an expiry 
date. 

“It's about public accessibility issues,” - 
she says, “whether people coming intoa 
library will still be able to have full access to 
information”

A Saskatoon 
Star-Phoenix reporter interviewed 
Ahenakew on tape for three full 
minutes afterwards, during which 
he elaborated upon his opinions in 
sickening detail. Ahenakew knew 
who the reporter was. He had been 
interviewed by the press many times

Although Ahenakew said that he 
had been under the influence of al- 
cohol and medication when he made 
those statements, this is not a partic 
ularly strong defence. Alcohol does 
not create opinions—and these were 
not just off-the-cuff opinions we're 
talking about anyway, but a sus 
tained attack involving convoluted 
conspiracy theories. Further, under 
questioning in court, Ahenakew did 
not disavow the beliefs behind the 
comments; he merely regretted their 
publication. 

Hate legislation is a touchy subject 
It's easy to get carried away in a stout 
defence of total freedom of expres- 
sion or in an equally vigourous asser- 
tion of one’s right to protection from 
the very real harm certain types of 
expression can cause. Governments 
are in the business of drawing lines 
and this is one of the trickiest to etch 
in a diverse and democratic country. 

The Hate Provisions of Canada’s 
Criminal Code are very specific and 
violations are extremely difficult to 
prove. This is as it should be, as Can- 
ada embraces freedom of expression 
as essential to the construction and 
functioning of our society. We may 
express obtuse, outlandish and un- 
popular opinions and stay clear of 
the courts. Hell, we might even form 
a government that way. (No, not 
picking on anyone here. Geez!) 
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his Slip Of The Tongue 
as No Accident 


But we may not advocate genocide 
(section 318), nor may we “incite ha- 
tred against an identifiable group, in | 
such a way that there will likely be 
a breach of the peace (section 319).” 
And no conviction would result if | 
the statements were established as 
true, or were uttered in good faitk 
in the context of, for example, a re 
ligious debate. These sections have 
withstood constitutional challenges 
and I would argue that they reflect a 
broad Canadian consensus 

To get a conviction, the Crown 
must prove that the offence was 
intentional and public, and that the 
statements were not made in a pro 
tected context. An unconscionably 
racist joke told in private wouldn't 
land someone in court, nor would | 
the broadcast of someone reciting 
Biblical passages condemning ho- 
mosexuality

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SEE WONDERS IF CHRONIC 
NON-PAYING ENTERTAINMENT 
PATRONS HAVE A CONSCIENCE, 
OR A COMPLEX 





If you spend any time attending cul- 
tural events in this city, you've prob- 
ably seen them—the folks constantly 
on the prowl for free entertainment. 
Maybe you've noticed them bid- 
ing their time outside the door of 
a live music venue waiting for the 
door charge to be waived, crashing 
the buffet table at an art opening, 
or wandering off just before the hat 
gets passed at a café gig. Perhaps one 
of them has even approached you, 
just a touch too insistently, as you 
entered a free movie screening to see 
if you were using both the seats your 
double guest pass entitled you to. 
Let’s be clear about one thing: there 
are plenty of free things out there for 
people who like to take in movies or 
music or other live entertainment 
and culture. But some people make 
it their mission to always get some- 
thing for nothing and lose their sense 
of propriety in its pursuit. They flout 
contest rules designed to give every 
one a fair shot at the prize. They try 
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to use personal connections, influ- 
ence, or plain old annoying tenac- 
ity to duck admission charges. They 
treat complimentary movie passes 
like paycheques they've earned with 
the sweat of their brows. They hassle 
door staff. Sometimes they have to 
be barred from the establishments 
where free stuff is dispensed because 
their acquisitiveness is totally out 
of proportion with the value of the 
prize. 

To cultural gatekeepers and coun- 
ter staff who bear little love for them, 
these obsessive free stuff seekers 
have earned unflattering names like 
“deadbeats,” “freeloaders,” or “pass- 
holes” —not only do they not want to 
pay for cultural product, they don’t 
want to pay for it RIGHT NOW! An- 
ecdotes about “the usual suspects” 
and their aberrant, entitled behav- 
iour abound, but I encountered a 
reluctance to go on the record about 
it, and maybe those details are beside 
the point anyhow. 


Passhole Pathology 

The issue seems to be that, along 
with queasy suspicions about what 
kind of psyche gives rise to free- 
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bie fixation, a grudge has developed 
against chronic cultural panhandlers 
based on the belief that those who 
refuse to pay for art and entertain- 
ment are sticking the rest of us with 
the tab for keeping our city’s cultural 
life vibrant. 

Todd Janes, executive director of 
Latitude 53 Gallery, suggests the re- 
sentment of apparent freeloaders has 
more to do with assumptions about 
who deserves a place at the table 
when culture is handed out. “I kind 
of think, and maybe I'm a big social- 
ist or something, that art should be 
for everyone and some people have 
more money than others to engage 
in work and if [those others] are able 
to come in and see the work, then 
good for them.” 

All the same, people on both sides 
of the equation are aware of the an- 
tipathy. I tried to broach the topic 
with a few regulars who came to the 
SEE offices for free movie passes, 
and most, while not unfriendly, were 
loath to see their name in print be- 
cause of what they perceived as re- 
sentment or misperceptions about 
their motives and the legitimacy of 
their tactics. These encounters tend- 


ed to demonstrate that you can’t gen- 
eralize about who these “free spirits” 
are and why they so avidly pursue 
giveaways. : 

Certainly economics factor in. One 
genial fellow was quite forthcoming 
about his reasons for lining up in the 
afternoon to nab a freebie, and none 
of them had to do with appreciating 
the work. 

“The main thing is that it’s free,” 
he admitted. “Anytime something 
costs me $10, I have to think twice.” 

When I suggested that the purpose 
of some passes is to introduce people 
to the city’s independent art screens 
in hopes of attracting them back as 
paying customers, he confessed he 
didn’t otherwise patronize those ven- 
ues. 

“Screenings are not altruistic acts,” 
another noted. “Movie companies 
don’t do them to give things to the 
public—what they're doing is word- 
of-mouth advertising. It’s not like 
there’s a shortage of passes. They're 
just sitting around, waiting for some- 
one to pick them up. I bet a lot of 
them get thrown out after the screen- 
ing.” The notion of wasted passes and 


empty seats seemed galling to him. 





Janes echoes this sentiment ab 
the availability of free things an 
trouble that some people take to 
lect them.

from four or five of them asking to 
put people on the guest list. But that's 
their right as owners of the room.” 

Less welcome are hangers-on and 
what Oliver calls “so-called members 
of the media” who try to use their po- 
sition to sail through the door every 
time. Then there are the straight-up 
deadbeats who just plain don’t want 
to pay. Unlike movie pass-grabbers 
and buffet table-raiders, this species 
of freeloader takes money out of the 
artist's (and to a lesser extent the pro- 
moter's) pocket by reducing the take 
at the door, a percentage of which is 
their salary, 

“I could go on a huge rant about how 
you get so much stuff for free these 
days between music on the Internet 
or burning CDs from the library,” Oli- 
ver says. “The one time an artist asks 
you to pay for something is in a live 
Scenario where they have a chance 
to realize the most money. Industry 
standard is about 80 per cent of the 
door going to the artist; it's the exact 
opposite in the recorded music indus- 
try, where it’s about 20 per cent of the 
cost of the CD that goes to the artist if 
they're lucky. What I have a problem 
with is people who say, ‘Aw, 10 dollars 
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for three bands—I don’t know.’ Well, 
when it breaks down, you're giving 
about two dollars for each band. Do 
you think they're worth that for a 45- 
minute set? Come on.” 

Oliver does make a distinction be- 
tween freeloaders and flat-out scam 
artists who sneak onto tour buses, 
flash phony hand-stamps, or take ad- 
vantage of a bottleneck at the door to 
duck in unnoticed. Those people are 
just thieves. He says the best way to 
get in for free is to offer something 
in return. “There are so many barter 
system things that promoters and 
bands do—'If I put this person on the 
guest list, they'll put me on a guest list 
or give me a free CD or buy me a beer 
sometime.’ It’s kind of an industry 
perk. But if you're just a basic dead- 
beat and you just try to get everything 
for free, that's just kind of sad.” 

But, as one anonymous live music 
lover I spoke to insisted, at any given 
show there are bought-and-paid-for 
tickets going unused. Who in their 
right mind would pay if they could 
have one of those? “There's abso- 
lutely nothing wrong with getting a 


ticket that someone paid for and going 
in with that,” he says. “You just have 
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to be there, really, just show up. Shit 
happens.” He goes on to describe the 
time he saw a feuding couple storm 
out of a show at Rexall Place before 
they had even gone in, tearing up their 
tickets as they left. He collected up the 
shredded bits, taped them together 
and went in to enjoy the music. Obvi- 
ously this solution won't be available 
to people who don't carry tape with 
them to concerts, but it does argue 
that the redemption of discarded ad- 
missions is pretty harmless 

So maybe it’s unfair to look down 
our noses at “free spirits” on the as- 
sumption that the ticket-buying pub 
lic is actually bearing the cost of their 
free ride while those privileged few 
with connections escape our scorn. A 
deeper understanding of the situation 
is unlikely to defuse such snobbery, 
no matter that, as yet another anony- 
mous free-stuffer asserts, getting free 
stuff is a job unto itself, even if it’s not 
the kind of job people are likely to re 
spect. 

“I do a lot of hard work to get pass- 
es,” he says. “It’s not free—it's time 
consuming and sometimes you don't 
even get in.” 
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FREE STUFF HOW TO GET IT WITHOUT 
LOSING YOUR DIGNITY 


(1) BECONNECTED As Brent Oliver notes. 
the music industry and its Siamese twin, the 
liquor service industry, partially operate on 
give-and-take. Bands put other bands and 
scenesters on their guest lists, servers dole 
out the occasional free pint, retail staff cut 
discounts, all with the tacit understanding 
that the favour might be returned someday. 
The golden rule here is to not expect too 
much—cultivate a store of goodwill rather 
than try to cash in on every good turn you 
dish out. 


(2) BEGRACIOUS The biggest problem 
gatekeepers and other bestowers of free 
stuff have with serial free-stuff recipients 

is they often behave with a misconceived 
sense of entitlement, as though getting free 
stuff were a right, sometimes compounding 
the rudeness by lying or otherwise being 
shitty to get more than their share. It’s just 
a movie pass, fer God's sake. Smile, say 
thanks, and wait until it's your turn again. 


(3) BEALERT As one free-stuffer pointed 
oul to us, opportunities to get free movie 
passes and other cultural experiences are all 
around you if you keep your eyes open—on 
the counters at coffee shops, cool clothing 
and record stores, and other unexpected 
places. A survey of free stuff recipients indi- 
cated that most glean the weekly and daily 
newspapers for contests with a cultural or 
entertainment payoff 


(4) BE WELL-ROUNDED The world of 
freebies expands dramatically when you 
consider that there are free presentations 
taking place all the time at the city’s tibrar- 
ies, art galleries, and post-secondary institu- 
tions. Why not go hear an expert speak on a 
great painter or her work among the !Kung 
peoples of the Kalahari or the impact of oil 
sands development on Alberta's environ- 
Ment? It's got to be more enriching than 
that new Dane Cook movie you're trying to 
see for free. 


(5) GIVE SOMETHING BACK A great way to 
get into something for free is to volunteer 
for the organization holding the event. 
Edmonton's festivals thrive on volunteer 
Participation, to say nothing of the Yardbird 
Suite and Metro Cinema, which swap admis- 
sions for hours served behind the counter 
at the box office. And having to deal with 
the public in a customer service position 
often provides a much-needed perspective 
on treating others how you might like to be 
treated yourself.

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the recent commercial release in the 
U.K. of something wonderful called 
Tenori-On, it seems like a practical 
idea. What is Tenori-On, exactly? 
Nothing short of the most exciting 
fusion of gaming and music I've ever 
seen. And not surprisingly, it comes 
from the mind of a Japanese game 
designer—a game artist, really. 

Some background: Curious own- 
ers of the Nintendo DS touchscreen 
picked up a 2006 “game” called 
Electroplankton—well, less a game 
than software that turned the hand- 
held into a weird new musical instru- 
ment. Designed by Iwai Toshio, who 
started out as an installation artist 
in the mid-’80s, Electroplankton 
made unprecedented full use of the 
NDS's microphone, allowing players 
to input sounds and watch cute, mi- 
croscopic onscreen creatures distort 
them. They'd even repeat things— 
like completely offensive swearing— 
backwards, teaching us in turn how 
to speak in reverse. But among its 
other mini-functions, designed for 
beauty only, the cartridge also fea- 
tured a four-track recorder with an 
adjustable playback tempo. Which 
brings us back to Tenori-On, Iwai's

After a typically indulgent holiday 
season, I arrived in the New Year 
feeling like I had to atone for all that 
two-fisted eating and drinking ac- 
ticn I'd gotten into over Christmas. 
That newfangled handy-dandy re- 
source the Interweb (now with nek- 
kid ladies!) led me to an appropri- 
ately penitential but not-too-onerous 
week-long detox diet that ruled out 
just about everything I'd had too 
much of in the previous weeks: no 
meat, no wheat, no dairy, no sugar, 
no salt, no alcohol, no caffeine, no 
processed foods, no sauces, pickles, 
condiments, or seasonings. But por- 
ridge? Well, I could have all the por- 
ridge I wanted. 

Four days into the diet I was doing 
pretty well—I was hungry most of 
the time and kept losing conscious- 
ness without the life-giving blessing 
of caffeine to rely on, but I'd stuck to 
the plan and hadn't shocked my body 
into a deprivation coma. I thought 
it time to treat myself to someone 
else’s cooking. 

For some reason I'd been over- 
looking Whole Earth Café, even 





though I pass it several times a week. 
I finally made my way into its taste- 
fully cozy quarters about a month 
ago and treated myself to a bow! of 
vegetarian borscht and a roasted 
tofu sandwich on sprouted wheat 
bread ($11.99). The borscht was 
teeming with chunks of beet, carrot, 
and potato, and they weren't so or- 
thorexic (I just learned that word—it 
means “excessively concerned with 
healthy eating”) that they didn't 
put a big dollop of sour cream into 
it. Nor do they eschew meat in the 
slate of sandwiches they offer, opt- 
ing instead for high-quality cold cuts 
low on nitrates and other nasties. 
All the same I had the roasted tofu 
sandwich. The eponymous ingredi- 
ent wasn’t excessively flavourful, 
nor did the roasting do much for 
its native texture, but the sandwich 
was laden with crunchy vegetables, 
white cheddar, and a snappy Dijon 
vinaigrette. The bread was earthy 
and delicious, but grilling gave it 
some edges that played hob with the 
roof of my mouth. 

1 was hoping upon my return to 
fight the chill with a nice bowl of dis- 
creetly seasoned vegan soup but was 
informed by the counter staff that 
I'd just missed the last of the African 
peanut soup, and the remaining tu- 
reens contained cream and chicken 
respectively. Determined to stick to 
my regimen, I ordered the quinoa 


tabouleh ($5.99) and a Santa Cruz 
organic ginger ale (probably outside 
the strictures of my diet, but what 
the hell) 

One thing you have to say for the 
staff at Whole Earth: they seem so 
comfortable that their inquiries af- 
ter your needs and enjoyment of the 
meal seem entirely conversational. 
My server introduced herself to me 
after we'd established that we both 
volunteered for CJSR and thereaf- 
ter projected a personal concern for 
my time there. As she delivered my 
salad, she assured me that the por- 
tion was deceptively small, as she'd 
really packed the bowl and it was re- 
ally filling 

Truth be told, I’ve never been much 
of a tabouleh fan. I just get tired of 
the monotony of parsley and bulgur 
after a while. But this tabouleh was 
different. First of all, it was made 
with quinoa, a pseudocereal (mean- 
ing it's not a grass like wheat) that's 
free of gluten but packed with pro- 
tein, fibre, magnesium, and iron. | 
probably needed all of those things— 
except the fibre. It’s also supple but 
firm and seemed to take on the other 
flavours a bulgur doesn't. 

The salad tasted too good to not 
have a little salt in it, but there was 
also lots of parsley, diced toma- 
toes and onions, garlic, and touch 
of creamy dressing probably made 
with lemon and a bit of tahini. Much 


to my surprise, I polished the whole 
bowl off easily. ° 
Embarking on this detox, | thought 
I'd mostly hanker after dietary sta- 
ples like grilled cheese sandwiches 
and grilled meats, the sort you might 
find in a bowl of Vietnamese bun. But 
what I really wanted most four days 
into my fast was fresh ground coffee 
with a splash of two per cent and a 
little brown sugar. My yearning was 
exacerbated when I recognized one 
of the proprietors of Transcend, a 
fine southside coffee roastery (9869- 
62 Ave.), dropping off Whole Earth's

beans. My eyes welled with tears as_ 
the counterperson confirmed what 
the café brewed.

convenience. Maybe to minimize 
the damage, I'll start with a slab of 
Whole Earth’s decadent-yet-sensible 
zucchini chocolate cake and a cup of

As of press time, more than 37,000 
Canadians have signed on to a Face- 
book group founded by University 
of Ottawa professor Michael Geist 
called Fair Copyright for Canada, 
which has preemptively taken the 
Canadian government to task for its 
proposed national copyright laws 
Critics say the government, under 
pressure from U.S. special interest 
groups, is tabling legislation that will 
mirror the much-loathed American 
Digital Millenniurn Copyright Act 
(DMCA), which they charge with 
opening the door to draconian law- 
suits by record labels against individ- 
ual file traders (including the now- 
infamous case of a single mother 
in Minnesota who was sued last fall 
by the Recording Industry Associa- 
tion of America for $224,000 after 
downloading 24 songs) 

And the anti-“Canadian DMCA” 
contingent is gathering steam. The 
Facebook group has given rise to 
non-virtual chapters of dissenters 
in major cities across the country, 
and even large retailers have largely 
sided with the protesters—most nota 
bly Best Buy, who ran an op-ed in the 
Vancouver Sun exhorting Ottawa not 
to “import policy errors from other 
countries." 

“The question in no longer who is 
against this legislation, but who is 
for it?” says Geist, acknowledging 
the outcry. 

Truth be told, Geist knows full 
well that some aren't buying his 
dissident line, and not surprisingly, 
those voices come from the quarter 
of Canadian industry hardest hit by 
the flouting of copyright laws—the 
music business. 

“| think I'll walk into Best Buy and 
grab a large-screen TV, walk out with 
it, and give it to charity," deadpans 
David Baskin, legal counsel to the 
Canadian Music Publishers Associa- 
tion and an outspoken pro-copyright 
reformer, responding to Best Buy's 
position that Canadians shouldn't be 
litigated for “private, non-commer- 
cial activities.” “That's a non-com- 
mercial use! Why should I pay for 
it?” 

Baskin has some choice words for 
Geist as well, calling into question his 
contention that we’re on the verge of 
a Canadian DMCA, dismissing it as 


“pure speculation.” 

“The bottom line,” Baskin says, “is 
Professor Geist hasn't seen the bill. | 
don’t think he'll tell you that he has. 
L haven't seen the bill. Anybody out 
side of the government who's told 
you he’s seen the bill is either lying 
or committing an offence.” (Baskin 


is referring to the fact that disclos- ¢ 


ing the contents of legislation before 
it reaches the parliamentary floor is 
itself illegal.) 

“The active lobby of U.S. groups 
on the [Canadian] government is not 
even an open secret,” counters Geist 
“With respect to the content of the 
bill, it’s certainly true: I don’t know 
anyone who claims that they saw the 
actual legislation, but in discussions 
with policymakers and particularly 
with politicians, it became readily 
apparent that everybody was on the 
same page—that the legislation was 
moving in a direction very similar to 
what you see in the United States 


COMPLETE CONTROL 

There’s likely truth in what both men 
are saying. All those headlines about 
the implementation of a “Canadian 
DMCA” do seem a bit premature 
given, that no one knows exactly 
what Ottawa is cooking up. But nei- 
ther is it unbelievable that Geist and 
others like him can’t sense which 
way the legislative winds are blow- 
ing. The two simply see things from 
wholly different perspectives: both 
are concerned with the issue of lock- 
ing down content—an integral and 
divisive part of the American law, 
which equates tampering with digital 
“locks” on music files with copyright 
infringement. These 
sometimes called DRMs_ (Digital 
Rights Management), have been all 
the talk in the music press of late, as 


protections, 


major labels have slowly begun drop- 
ping them from CDs. 

But they're still common among 
downloaded music files, and fre- 
quently restrict the consumer's abil 
ity to play music on portable play- 
ers and to burn legally downloaded 
music to blank CDs. Nevertheless, 
Baskin, who repeatedly points out 
that his interests are not those of 
record companies but of music pub- 
lishers (“I don’t know how many 
reporters have screwed that up,” he 
says) maintains that the real issue 
isn't about the spectre of some kind 
of mandatory lockdown on content, 
but the necessity of respecting such 
protections if the producer chooses 
to implement them. 

Geist, of course, begs to differ. 

“We're not talking abeut piracy 
here,” Geist says. “We're talk-

ing about things people have pur- 
chased—yet they face the potential 
wrath of the law merely for wanting 
to use the products they purchased.” 
By way of example, he offers the 
scenario of someone who transfers 
their music to a portable player—that 
person would become an infringer 
if the kind of legislation Geist fears 
is passed. “It isn’t really about copy- 
right; it’s about marketplace control— 
the ability to control the way music is 
either listened to or used. Of course, 
it’s not just music; it’s about data in 
the digital environment. And that 
level of control is something that 
some industries still want to have.” 


INDEPENDENT CLAIM 

“DRM protection is not our issue,” 
says Duncan McKie, president of 
the Canadian Independent Record 
(CIRPA), 
lending yet another (non-major la-

bel) voice to the discussion. McKie 
says that the nitpicking over DRMs 
and the arguments over whether the 
Canadian legislation is being pushed 
through at the behest of large enter- 
tainment multinationals is clouding 
the fact that indie labels and artists 
need help now, and that a copyright 
law in accordance with similar legis- 
lation worldwide is in the artists’ best 
interest. 

“The music industry is going into 
what I would call a commodities 
marketplace,” he says, “where you 
can get a song on a cellphone in Ja- 
pan and make pennies and you still 
may make more on that than you 
would if you tried to cell it as a CD 
in Canada. But you need a common 
licensing regime in order to make 
that work for you, and there has to 
be mutual expectations. If you can't 
guarantee them protections in their

market, they’re not going to work 
with you. That's a really important 
aspect of where the business is going 
and I don’t think anybody really sees 
that. All I’m hearing is consumer 
rights. Well, for the last eight years 
the business has been diminished by 
50 per cent. Independent record la- 
bels have taken it on the chin.” 

Both McKie and Baskin sound ex- 
asperated when Geist’s name comes 
up. Both are skeptical about his con- 
cern for the implications of a copy- 
right law (or more precisely, a lack 
thereof). “I’d love to hear our friends 
at the University of Ottawa talk 
about compensating artists for their 
recordings,” says McKie. Baskin, 
meanwhile, says, “I just don’t sense 
much commitment from Profes- 
sor Geist in the idea that those who 
create should get paid. I think his al- 
ternative is that people shouldn't get 
paid for what they produce. Let him 
actually come out and say that peo- 
ple should get paid for what they pro- 
duce. He doesn’t say it very often.” 


MACRO VS. MICRO VIEW 

And there yawns the chasm between 
the two sides: Geist with his focus 
on the big picture of freedom of in- 
formation, and McKie and Gaskin 
working on the frontlines of an in- 
dustry hit hard by piracy. 

“T'm not wholly convinced that [the 
music industry is] losing sales, or at 
least, in the broader scheme, that 
they're losing revenue,” says Geist, 
lending some credence to Baskin’s 
accusations. “Some may be selling 
less in the way of CDs, but the rev- 
enues they're generating from per- 
formances, from merchandise sales, 
may be far exceeded by the benefits 
that come from the Internet or peer- 
to-peer.” 
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“Look at the small Canadian inde. 
pendent musician who's just stat 
ing out,” counters McKie. “Hoy 
can they afford to give away their 
music? They’re going to depend on 
club dates and touring. It’s going to 
be a long life in the bad sense. By 
the time they’re 30 they're going to 
feel like they're 80 playing night af 
ter night after night. If they have no 
other income sources, it'll be hard tn 
put yourself on that kind of income 
schedule and sustain it. If they ca 
sell 5,000-10,000 records, they can 
make a little money and take som 
time off or whatever.” 

“L know of no other business whet 
it's expected by a substantial num 
ber of people that those who inves 
in producing intellectual proper) 
should be expected to sit back ani 
accept it when it gets stolen in sutt 
numbers,” adds Baskin. “Those wii 
say it has no value, well, [ come bai 
to that equation—if it has no vali 
why are you doing it?”

Africa Addio (aka Goodbye Africa) 
was filmed by Jacopetti and Prosperi 
between 1962 and 1964, a time when 
Africa had been liberated from cen- 
turies of colonial imprisonment and 
left, seemingly, to prosper or perish 
on its own. What one receives in this 
mondo manifesto is an indescribable 
evocation of a world unlike anything 
you've ever seen presented in a style 
that will outrage politically left-, 
right- and centre-minded people to 
an equal degree. 

Scenes of human-on-human de- 
pravity (rebels butchering innocent 
civilians) are contrasted with hu- 
man-on-animal depravity (wealthy 
white “hunters” on murderous ram-

pages inside animal preserves) as a 
callous narrator taunts the viewer 
with his jaded philosophy under- 
neath a go-go soundtrack. Two-min- 
ute-long lateral tracking shots of an- 
imal carcasses dissolve into slo-mo 
rack zooms of trampoline models in 
South Africa. Looting, pillaging, car- 
nage: everything is here to behold in 
this extravaganza of excess! 

This fascinating film remains con- 
troversial for all the right reasons. 
The filmmakers were one of a hand- 
ful of individuals documenting that 
turbulent time in Africa’s history, 
so this might be your only chance 
to see the open graves of the mass 
murder of 20,000 Arabs during the 
1964 Zanzibar rebellion or “you are 
there” footage of mercenaries driv- 
ing through the deserted streets of 
Stanleyville after the 1964 Simba 
Rebel massacre in the Congo that 
left 12,000 dead. What other film do 
you know of where the filmmakers 
regularly get fired at or dragged from 
their vehicle by rebels and police? 

With the continued whitewashing 
of imagery in the name of corporate 
profitability that passes for television 
news today, Africa Addio is a stark 
and timely reminder that the truth is 
often best served far away from the 
cloak of “respectability,” in places 
where normal folk fear to tread.

“Tam most often drawn towards cre- 
ating spectral images of the fernale 
form that are intangible and mys- 
terious,” Edmonton photographer 
Jill Watamaniuk has written, adding 
that “happy accidents” and mysteri- 
ous, intangible influences are crucial 
to her work. In this respect, Wata- 
maniuk has a lot in common with 
contemporary American photogra- 
pher Sally Mann, a celebrated artist 
who is the subject of one of the films 
in Metro Cinema’s Women Photog- 
raphers on Film series this weekend. 

Watamaniuk is also the curator for 
this film series; she’s programmed 
four wildly different international 
feature films and paired them with 
three Canadian shorts. “I really 
wanted to do something in the visual 
arts,” she says, “because [ think that 
they're underrepresented, and then 
I wanted to do photography films, 
and then | wanted to do women in 
photography. Of course, it’s a really 
rare pool of films anyway and it's 
even smaller in terms of films about 
women photographers.” However, 
Watamaniuk has managed to create 
a diverse lineup featuring several 
different artists and aesthetics. 

Juan Mandelbaum’s Ringl and Pit 
is the most straightforward of the 


batch, as far as documentaries go— 


it's a “life and times- type film about 
photographers Grete Stern and Ellen 
Auerbach, two early women com- 
mercial photographers who opened 
the Ringl + Pit studio in Weimar-era 
Berlin before escaping Nazi persecu- 
tion and eventually setting in North 
and South America. Two middle- 
class Jewish women, Stern and 
Auerbach defied convention (both 
socially and artistically), creating 
daring work often inspired by the 
Bauhaus school. At only 56 minutes 
long and with some pedestrian direc- 
torial choices (why include so much 
Kurt Weill in the soundtrack? We 
get that it's set in the late-’20s/early- 
"30s Berlin), Ringl and Pit feels like 
a PBS special, but the personalities 
of the two women and the strength 
of their art make this film worth see- 
ing. 

Steven Cantor's more introspec- 
tive What Remains reflects on the 
life and work of Sally Mann, whom 
Time once hailed as “America’s 
greatest photographer.” But Mann's 
work has also been the target of 
harsh criticism, most of it directed at 
her startlingly frank nude photos of 
her young children. What Remains 
slowly tells the story of Mann's life 
and work while giving a vivid por- 
trait of her artistic process and inspi- 
ration, including the ways in which 
her familial relationships express 
themselves in her photography. 
Spanning five years and the creation 
of a new collection (which includes 
the beautiful but frightening photos 
of human bodies in various states 
of decomposition, also titled What 
Remains, that Mann published in

Watamaniuk says, “I knew that my 
taste would influence the selection 
of films, but I also wanted to keep 
in mind the Metro audience and 
find films that were fascinating in 
terms of choosing photographers 
that maybe don’t do the traditional 
classical kind of photograph, but do 
images that are more ambiguous and 
open to interpretation.” 

Sure enough, the four feature films 
in this showcase are detailed looks 
at challenging, provocative artis\s 
whose works and lives are fascinat 
ing precisely because they demand 
audience engagement.

Many of the complaints about 
Oprah Winfrey stem from her abil- 
ity to catapult any book, movie, or 
CD to success on the strength of her 
mere endorsement—the implication, 
of course, being that her audience 
is such a horde of hypnotized sheep 
that artistic merit doesn’t even mat- 
ter to them—whether it's a Willian 
Faulkner novel or a Josh Groban CD, 
it's equally worthy of their attention. 
Still, love her or hate her, Winfrey's 


emotional involvement in the pop 
culture she celebrates or helps cre 
ate always seems genuine. And The 
Great Debaters, which she co-pro- 
duced, tells true, uplifting, and emi 
nently worthy story from the annals 
of American black history. 

It's the story of the Wiley College 
debate team, which rose to promi- 
nence in the 1930s as the first nation 
ally successful debating club from a 
black college. As English professor 
Melvin Tolson (Denzel Washington, 
who also directs) picks his four best 
students (or the ones with the most 
potential), the team racks up win af 
ter win as they break down barriers 
in the mostly white secondary edu- 
cation system. 

At the same time, Tolson becornes 
the subject of a somewhat preju- 
diced investigation by a local sher- 
iff (John Heard) thanks to his role 
in an attempt to unionize the local 
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crop farmers, both black and white 
Meanwhile, James Farmer Sr. (For- 
est Whitaker), who's also a professor 
at Wiley and every inch a scholar, 
makes sure his eldest son (Denzel 
Whitaker, who, despite his name, is 
related to neither of the two leads) 
doesn’t let his studies slide as the de- 
bate team picks up steam 

As the team ploughs through the 
increasingly difficult debate circuit, 
Tolson tries to line up matches with 
teams from every prominent school 
in the country in hopes of challeng- 
ing his obviously gifted students as 
much as possible. It all culminates 
in a sequence where the Wiley de- 
baters, still reeling from having wit- 
nessed a black man being killed by a 
lynch mob, faces off against the top- 
ranked Harvard debate team. 

It's a compelling real-life story, al- 
beit one that's told a little too stodgi- 
ly and tweaked a little too much with 


stock moments from the Dead Poets 
Society/Stand and Deliver/Freedom 
Writers formula. Washington, mak- 
ing his first foray into directing since 
2002's Antwone Fisher, gets the 
most out of the conflict between the 
intelligence of Tolson’s students and 
the backwards thinking that exists in 
white American society—including 
the supposedly “enlightened” halls 
of Ivy League academia. There's a 
great scene, for instance, in which 
Tolson tells his students what a dif- 
ficult task lies before them, pointing 
out the racism that's embedded right 
there in the very etymology of the 
word “denigration.” 

The Great Debaters may not ulti- 
mately be as empowering as Oprah 
hoped it would be, but it doesn’t miss 
the mark by much. It's no Toni Mor- 
rison interview, but it sure beats the 
episode where she hauled that wagon 
of fat onstage.

DISCOMBOBULATION

Kevin Friedrich’s paintings are the 
most absurd of absurdist cormposi- 
tions. In one, a farmer dressed in a 
1950s spacesuit rides a tractor. The 
tractor and farmer are painted on a 
cheaply paneled wooden wall—which 
in turn is part of the painting itself. 
In the foreground is a yawning wolf. 

In another piece, a beer-drinking 
hoser appears, smiling, oblivious to 
the Lost in Space-looking robot be- 
side him. 

There are at least three recurring 
motifs in Friedrich’s new exhibit 
Discombobulation: blue-collar prai 
rie archetypes, wild animals, and an- 
tiquated, scrapped technology—vin- 
tage sci-fi robots, old appliances, old 
vehicles, and even real circuitboards 
scrounged up and glued onto the 
canvases. And even though his style, 
a sort-of graffiti-inspired collage aes- 
thetic, replete with incongruous jux 
tapositions and scavenged objects 
couldn't be more coritemporary, it’s 
the antiquated character of his sub 
ject matter that really strikes you 

“You know,” Friedrich says, “you 
asked me about that when you e- 
mailed me, and I was trying to figure 


out why | do that. New technology 
just is kind of boring to paint... | do 
fancy things that are a little bit older, 
and there's a certain richness that 
comes with age. Antiquity tends to 
give things a different value, perhaps 
of sentiment or comfort.” 

Friedrich calls himself an “intui- 
tive artist”—he starts with a vague 
idea for a piece, and as he works on 
it, the piece takes over. 

“The demands of the work do lead 
into different directions, which is the 
exciting part. If I knew what was go- 
ing to be the final outcome then there 
would be no point in taking that first 
step. When I'm having a good day 
in the studio, the rest of the world 
disappears and the audience/viewer 
is the last thing on my mind, which 
is probably for the best.... Usually 
when I'm finished it will make more 
sense to me.” 

Even though Friedrich lives and 
works in Winnipeg, and the people 
who pop up in some of his paintings 
are Winnipeg friends and colleagues, 
when | tell him that his work reminds 
me of the city, he seems dubious. 

“Really? I guess 

Okay, well, since he admits that 
his own art can be mysterious even 
to him, I try to explain myself a lit- 
tle better. My logic goes something 
like this: Winnipeg is a faded town, 
its glory days are behind it, and all 
this stuff he’s scavenged and repro- 
duced on his canvases feels like the 
leftovers from the past, a collection

of rusty junkyard memorabilia from 
better days 

“You know, there is a fair bit of that 
in Winnipeg,” he says. “It's a little 
run-down—which is fine, it holds a 
lot of inspiration for me. And yeah, 
I guess there’s the ambience of that 
and other artists who are working 
here. Mostly graffiti artists, more 
ragtag art, and | don’t mean that in 
a negative sense.... There's a film- 
maker from Winnipeg who does that 
too.” (Friedrich is referring to Guy 
Maddin, who shoots his movies on 
beat-up black-and-white film stock 
to replicate the look of long-lost si- 
lent films.) 

Full of clashing, syles, awkward 
compositions, and seemingly un- 
related subject matter, Friedrich’s 
paintings, by his own °admission, 
“shouldn't work.” But they. do, and 
even as | try to probe further to fig- 
ure out why, Friedrich seems to re- 
treat further, either unsure as to how 
it works, or simply unsure how to an- 
swer me. But maybe it's naive to ex- 
pect his dreamlike collages to make 
logical sense: they are what they are, 
and it would be futile, if not impos- 
sible, to ascribe particular meaning 
to each one 

Friedrich seems to agree 

“I go through my life, and I go 
through what | collect up in my con- 
scious or in my ideas and images, 
and they return to me when they 


need to.’

Collin Doyle’s The Mighty Carlins is 
a mean, ugly, profane slice of lowlife 
about mean, ugly people with no re- 
deeming qualities to speak of. It’s the 
most enjoyable night I've had at the 
theatre in a while. 

The main reason is the corrosive 
anti-chemistry among its three stars, 
who bring Doyle's crackling dialogue 
to nasty life. Also, I arrived pretty 
close to showtime, so the only seats 
left in The Third Space-the ones 


along the right side of the stage— 


made me feel like I was sitting in the 
same Mill Woods kitchen with can- 
tankerous, beer-sozzled patriarch Leo 
Carlin (John Wright) as he indulges 
his younger son Davey (James Ham- 
ilton) in an annual ritual to mark the 
anniversary of the late Mrs. Carlin’s 
passing, and subjects his ne’er-do- 
well elder son Mike (Fred Zbryski) 
to an endless stream of insults and 
criticism. Not that Mike doesn’t give 
as good as he gets. 

The occasion is a “sharing circle” 
instituted by high-strung Davey to 
reminisce about his mother with 
his father and brother—and to kill 
off a flat or two of beer and a 40- 
pounder of tequila in the process. As 
the lights come up to the ironically 
harmomous strains of Simon and 
Garfunkel, it’s clear that Leo has got- 
ten a headstart on the proceedings—a 
four-decade headstart, as it turns 
out. Enter Mike and the verbal spar- 
ring starts immediately. Leo doesn't 
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have much of a memory for names 
but he never forgets to call his husky 
son “Manychins,” or to remind him 
that his big mouth and grand ambi- 
tions have yet to result in anything 
resembling accomplishment. The ar- 
rival of Davey, a pencil-necked secu- 
rity guard who spends his off-hours 
enabling a flaky girlfriend, completes 
the circle of reproach, self-delusion, 
and verbal abuse, though Davey’s 
neurotic wimpiness indicates he’s at 
least escaped the blinkered entitle- 
ment and rage brandished by his fa- 
ther and brother. 

The first act of The Mighty Carlins 
is raucously hilarious, packed with 
scathing exchanges of dialogue, half- 
baked scheming and a few moments 
of Stooge-worthy slapstick. But the 
second act takes a darker turn as, 
well into their cups, the Carlins try to 
dig some happy memories from their 
collective alcohol-saturated family 
history and stumble instead on the

unpleasant realities all that booze 
helps them avoid. The production 
certainly wins full marks for recon- 
ciling the outrageous and painfully 
human dimensions of Doyle's script. 

As Leo, Wright looks like he could 
have been pried entire and unwashed 
from Edmonton's scuzziest tavern, 
all stooped shoulders, watery blue 
eyes, and buzzing rasp of a voice. It’s 
hard to tell if he gets all the best lines 
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or he just makes them sound thi! 
way with his unerring ear for thé 
cadences of cruel, needlessly fratl 
drunk-talk. Off the top, Zbryski and 
Hamilton seem to have pitched the! 
performances a notch too high, bi 
the tenor of the show quickly builé 
to match their respective anger at! 
whininess, and their deft perfor 
mances match Wright's in their a! 
ity to straddle comedy and dram 
Director Michael Clark must hii® 
drilled his actors rigourously. ™ 
cause the split-second timing of th! 
furious verbal jousting is unflage"*

Yes, for the record, Raoul Bhaneja 
is aware of the fact that mounting a 
one-man version of Hamlet sounds 
like the most pretentious, spotlight- 
hogging ego trip an actor could pos- 
sibly devise. (By the way, Raoul, 
you're free to use that line on your 
poster.) When he first started doing 
the show at Theatre Passe Muraille 
in Toronto in 2006, even his friends 
in the acting profession admitted to 
him afterwards that they'd had to 
drag themselves to see it. 

But if they're anything like the crit- 
ics who caught the show in Toronto, 
or in its subsequent incarnations in 
London, Off-Off-Broadway in New 
York, and the Edinburgh Fringe, they 
came away surprised at how much 
life Bhaneja and director Robert 
Ross Parker had managed to pump 
into this most familiar—almost tire- 
somely familiarly—of Shakespeare's 
tragedies. 





“Hamlet (Solo) was inspired by a 
whole bunch of things,” says Bhane- 
ja, who's bringing it to Edmonton 
this week for Workshop West's in- 
augural Canoe Theatre Festiyal 
“When I was at theatre school, I was 
very inspired by seeing Robert Lep 
age’s Elsinore, which was sort of his 
one-man take on Hamlet, which was 
a very design-rich technical achieve- 
ment. And around the same time I 
saw Clare Coulter, who was on tour 
performing Wallace Shawn's mono- 
logue The Fever, and she did that 
in a rehearsal hall with no sets, no 
lights, no costumes—she just pulled 
up a rotten old loveseat and said, 
“Can I start?’ And | thought, ‘Wow, 
wouldn't it be cool to try to do what 
Robert Lepage did with Hamlet, but 
in the Clare Coulter way?” 

At that point, the idea was just a

stray daydream—but years later, 
when Bhaneja and Parker were try- 
ing to organize a “conventional” pro- 
duction of Hamlet but found it im- 
possible even to get the cast together 
for a reading, the notion of a solo 
Hamlet started to make sense—logis- 
tically, if not (at first) theatrically. 

“The audience doesn’t see the 
non-speaking characters’ reactions,” 
Bhaneja says, “which is obviously an 
important part of theatre—but less 
so in Shakespeare, because his peo- 
ple say what they mean and say what 
they feel. It sounds a bit like I have 
a mental illness, but I think of my- 
self as being different actors in one 
show. Sometimes I'll come offstage 
and the director will even say, ‘Boy, 
Polonius was on fire tonight! He to- 
tally stole the scene from Claudius 
and Gertrude!”

And while it's true that playing 17 
characters in a single show—Laertes 
Ophelia, Claudius, Gertrude, Ros 
encrantz and Guildenstern, maybe 
even Yorick, for all I know—is a vir 
tuoso acting feat, Bhaneja doesn't 
think that Hamlet (Solo)'s tour-de 


force qualities are what people are

responding most deeply to 


they had with Hamlet the first time 
they read it or the first time they saw 
it,” he says, “a more intimate inter- 
action with the play than the one you 
get after you've seen in 10 times or 
heard people talk about all the differ- 
ent versions.” 

It's a Hamlet, Bhaneja says, that 
evokes both the modern one-man 
Fringe show with an ancient story- 
telling tradition that predates even 
Shakespeare. And it’s also a version 
of Hamlet, he adds with a laugh, 
where no one ever complains that 
Ophelia is too fat or Claudius was 
miscast. 

“Hey, it's great that Hollywood 
still takes Shakespearean plays and 
makes these big, huge, stunning ep- 
ics out of them,” Bhaneja says. “But 
it's also important that the viewer is 
empowered to experience them in a 
very simple way—with just the words 
in a small space with a live human 
being.

THE ALWAYS-FIERY SUSAN 
SONTAG'S LAST BOOK IS ALSO 
ONE OF HER MOST IMPORTANT 





AT THE SAME TIME: ESSAYS AND SPEECHES 
By Susan Sontag. Douglas & Mcintyre. 256 pp., $25.50 





After Susan Sontag’s death in 2004, 
New York Times writer Margalit Fox 
pointed out that Sontag had been 
called “explosive, anticlimactic, orig- 
inal, derivative, naive, sophisticated, 
approachable, aloof, condescending, 
populist, puritanical, sybaritic, sin- 
cere, posturing, ascetic, voluptuary, 
right-wing, left-wing, profound, su- 
Perficial, ardent, bloodless, dogmat- 
ic, ambivalent, lucid, inscrutable, 
“isceral, reasoned, chilly, effusive, 
relevant, passé, ambivalent, tena- 
Clous, ecstatic, melancholic, humor- 
ous, humorless, deadpan, rhapsodic, 
cantankerous and clever. [But] no 
one ever called her dull.” 

Sontag never was dull, nor was she 
®asy to read. But the body of work 
she left behind—which includes nov- 
els, essays, screenplays, and long 
Nonfiction pieces—is a record of the 
S'owth of a political and aesthetic 
“ensibility uniquely attuned to North 
American culture during the second 
half of the last century. 

Part of the astonishing quality of 
Sontag’s work is its versatility. Never

content to simply be a literary, film, 
or political critic, Sontag did it all, 
and she continues that tradition 
of generalism in her latest and last 
book, the posthumous At the Same 
Time. Roughly grouped into three 
sections, this new collection covers 
literary themes, arguments about 
beauty, her reactions to the terrorist 
attacks of September 11 and the po- 
litical rhetoric that followed, as well 
as ruminations on translation, the 
Middle East, and heroism. 

The speech from which the col- 
lection takes its name covers sev- 
eral of these themes and could be 
regarded as another of her various 
manifestos—as Sontag says in the 
speech (published here for the first 
time in English), “In storytelling as 
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practiced by the novelist, there is 
always—as I have argued—an ethical 
component. This ethical component 
is not the truth, as opposed to the fal- 
sity of the chronicle, It is the model 
of completeness, of felt intensity, of 
enlightenment supplied by the story, 
and its resolution.” In other words, 
“ethics” lie in the experiential quality 
of the work, that part which trains 
us as readers and citizens in an ethi- 
cal relationship to ourselves and the 
world. 

And through her wide variety 
of interests, Sontag opens the act 
of reading to include art, politics, 
film, culture, disaster, and bravery. 
By doing so, Sontag points out the 
ways in which a cultural education 
can “train, and exercise, our ability 
to weep for those who are not us or 
ours. Who would we be if we could 
not sympathize with those who are 
not us or ours?” 

For example, Sontag tackled the 
subject of 9/11 in the pages of The 
New Yorker only a week and a half 
after the event. (This collection 
marks the first print appearance of 
the full version of that piece.) Al- 
though tragic in tone and full of real 
sympathy for the loss her country 
has just undergone, Sontag’s article 
is a virulent denunciation of the way 
in which American politicians and 


public figures have handled the cri- 
sis, turning an opportunity for real 
decision making into a “unanimity 
of... sanctimonious, reality-conceal- 
ing rhetoric” in which “politics, the 
politics of a democracy—which en- 
tails disagreement, which promotes 
candor—has been replaced by psy- 
chotherapy.” Her stance on the war 
on terror and her concern over the 
way people understood 9/11 shocked 
many, but her refusal to bow to pres- 
sure or to silence herself speaks to 
her intellectual engagement and 
critical honesty, a quality desperately 
needed in a solitary superpower. 

Reading Sontag is a challenge—her 
descriptive statements turn out, 
upon closer inspection, to also be 
prescriptive, her opinions are ex- 
treme, her style idiosyncratic and 
difficult. But the rewards of her es- 
says, even if one violently disagrees 
with her ideas, are plentiful. Sontag 
is a writer concerned with ideas, 
with how we think, what we value 
and why, with the connections be- 
tween the aesthetic and the ethical, 
with what it is in our culture that 
makes us distinctly, irrevocably who 
we are. 

These are questions that we should 
be grateful she asked. And they are 


questions we should begin to ask 


ourselves. 7
